Re¬ 
ports of flying saucers coming in from 
every comer of Canada gave the in* 
spl ration for Spaoe Travel, a timely 
topic that stirs the imagination of any 
red-blooded Canadian youngster. For 
the teenager, there la Stock Car Rac¬ 
ing, Calgary Stampede and other sim¬ 
ilar subjects. 

For Individuality In the decorator's 
tastes throughout the home, pattern 
subjects are "stylised.” For example 
a drinking glass, shattered beyond rec¬ 
ognition, may have been the inspirat¬ 
ion for the sophisticated wallpaper 
design in your living room. 

A picture postcard formed the basic 
design for one of the popular patterns. 
An Italian postcard showing a rooster 
was re-styled in a light, sketchy de¬ 
sign using the same black and gold 
colorings as the original. The effect, 
on wallpaper, Is the most unusual. 

"Stepping Out”, a unique novelty 
pattern, was adapted from a poodle 
found on a drinking glass. The poodle 
now on wallpaper is shown shaving., 
powdering his nose, combing his hair 
and generally getting "pretty” for a 
party. 

Popular fabrics are responsible for 
the many elegant "texture” pa^prs. 
"Harris Tweed”, is simulated to the 
incomparable cloth made in the Her- 
brides. Droadloom, as well as a wall¬ 
paper pattern, enables home owners 
to have wall to wall treatment from 
floor to ceiling. 

Scenic patterns, popular across the 
1'ominion, are frequently obtained 
from holiday trips, photographs or the 
artist’s own imagination. Fine ex¬ 
amples of these are the Rocky and 
Laurentlan mountain designs, and the 
Manhatten Skyline. An Old Mill pat¬ 
tern is another. This scene was mod 
ified by an old-world gilt frame and 
a tweed pattern background to offset 
the heavy design.
